CHINESE CONVICTS DASH

» AN EXTRAORDINARY

Four Hundted ‘Prisoners. Escape. 


Writing from Yinchowfa on 
Jane 9, the correspondent of the 
N. G. Daily News contribuied 
the following account of.- an 
extrsordiuary incident. A very 


‘|serious state of affairs. he says, 


was wade manifest in this large 
prefectural city in north-west: 
Anbai on Friday evening, Jane 
1. From news which has reached 
ne from other sources.. it would 
appear that several cities in this 


“ Jregion bad similar experiences, 


at lasat in s mearure, though not 


|frangbt with soch disastrous 


results se here. . 
Many ptisonere are incarcerated 
in. the eounty gaol theses days, 


“land the trouble seems to have 


arisen in these places of confine 
ment. The country is and alwsye 
bas been overrun, to some extent, 
by evilly-dispoced men, as is 
evidenced by the msny secret 
societies that are in existence, 

Speaking for this centre, it 
would seem that not s faw of the 
prisonera belonged to the society 
called the “ Tatao Heai” (a well 
known and very. prominent secret 
society inthe country daring the 
terrible Boxer year). Theee- pri- 
goners shat up aa they hove been 
with many others, and no-deabt 
looking forward to nothing bat 
death whenever 8 death warrant 
might appear, conspired to escape 
from the clutches of the law, and 
it would seem—if reporta are 
correct—thst: prisoners in’ ather 
cities had also decided to effect 
their escape on the same day and 
even st the came boar. 

This reveala an undercurrent 
which runsfar and deep. There 
were 400 prisoners within the 
prison walle, and for come time 
severe! of them hac bren baying 
small quantities of paraffin oil 
(things are easily obtainable by 
eonvicta in Chinese prisons). 
Millet atalke used ae mattresses 
had: sleo. been, bound together, 
and when tbe dey ‘and hour of 
their deliverance bad arrived, 
viz., Friday st 7 p.m., these 
bundles were saturated with the 
oil, placed in one of the rooms 
ceeupied by the prisoners, and 
the whole set ableze. The keeper 
of the pricon was attacked by the 
prisonere and beaten with shack- 
lea snapred from one of the pri- 
soner’s bound: feet, aod ia s few 
minutes there wes a regular 
stream: of fugitives rushing for 
their, livee. They weot in all 
directions, along the priccipsl 
street and down the quieter side 
streets, a3 a8 well. as on to the city 
wall, As soon. as these men got 
into the street ever yond closed end 
barred their shops. snd houses, 
and there was pandemoniam. ~ 

The official was absent from 
the city at the time, in some other 
part of the province, and many 


|soldiers had: been: drsfred off to 


the esat that day, so that it seem- 
ed to be 8 must favourable time 
for the ventere. However, the 
very few soldiers there were in 
the yamen opened fire on the last 
of the. ecosping ‘men who were 
then juet emerging out on to the 
atreet, and shot 10 of them before 
they bad time to escape. , 
The city waa scoured and many 
of the men were shot.on sight 
and in one place, on the elopes of 
the city wall, 70 of the convicts 
were decapitated; their eecape-bad 
been cat cif by the wall and they 
were all huddled. together. One 
ortwo tried to get free by jamping 
over the high wail, but this, too, 
brought them to_s speedy end. 
Meny got out of, the city 
to hide smong the waving 
corn, hoping to get away when 
darkness set in, bot soldiers enter- 
ing the gate were acquainted with 
the matter and they made escape 
impossible for many and they 
were shot down. Many, however,

Messrs. Jardine's Godowns : 
- Ablaze. 


, A disastrous fire broke ont in 
“B" Godown, belongiog to 
Messre. Jardine, Matheson and 
Oo., in‘ Tientsin ‘on Friday ever- 
ing, says the N.C, Daily News 
of Jone 19. The xlarm was re- 
ceived’ at about 735 p.m’, two 
houre after the godowa had been 
looked up,snd all the.Fire Bri- 
gades were promptly despatched 
to the ecene of the outbresk, says 
the P. & I. Times. The’ fire 
rapidly developed, snd the godown 
in which it originated, containing 
cotton, hemp, stc. was soon 8 masa 
of flamsa, which rose in-consider- 
able- volume to 8 grést height, 
being vieible from a wide radius. 

Godown “B”. is situated in 
the centre of an important blook 
of buildings, and the fire’apread 
with ench ferocity that fears were 
entertained for the sufety of: the 
adjoining ‘coustructions, . The 
Chinese Post Office and one or 
toro other houses on the Victoria 
Road side of the block were 
evacuated, the furnitaré and 
office paraphernalia being: re- 
moved to the pavements. 
It was qaite obvious thet it would 
be useless to eudesvour te control 
be flames in the ‘B” Godown, 
and the firemen, displaying the 
utmost energy and resource in 
very difficalt oitcamstances, 
devoted all their cfforts to con- 
fining the outbreak to its original 
limita. In this they were uc- 
cuccescfal, #0 fierce were the 
flames, and the machinery go- 
down and the whole block known 
as Victoria Boilding became in- 
volved. The fire waa still bl.cing 
with unabated destructiveness 
and fary when our representative 
left, but it wae hoped that the 
Chartered Bank, on one side and 
thé International Bank on the 
otber would be saved. .At the 
moment of writing no definite in- 
formation kad been obtained ay

The 
damage done ‘a very considerable, 
the losa of Messrs. Jardine’e 
machinery being a particularly 
heavy blow. a 

The Gire presented a magnifie- 
ent spectacle from nesriy every 
part-of the Concession. It had 
gained sach a hold by the time 
the slarm-was given that it was a 
long time before the etreame put 
on by the. various brigades 
méde eny impréseion upon the 
flemes, which leapt high into 
the air, ‘lighting up the sky 

‘for miles sround.. There. was 
fortunately bat little wind, 
and what there was’ blowing 
towarda Victoria Road, or the 
damage would beve been very 
mach greater than was actually 
the csce. As it war, all the 
reeidencea aid businesses in the 
vicinity appeared to be in danger
